ADMIRAL DEWEY KNOWS. 
There is a small coterie In thé United 
States senate which is opposed to the en- 
largement of the navy. It contends that 
this country will have enough battleships 
when those now constructing or which have 
been authorized shall be completed. 

This is not the opinion of men who are 
more competent judges of the naval needs 
of the country than the senatorial obstruc- 
tionists. There are few Americans who 
| will not admit that Admiral Dewey is the 
best authority on this subject. 

His views were given in Tue St 
last Wednesday. He says, Why don’t 
our people see the need of a strong navy?” 
Most of them do instinctively feel the need 
of it, but they will understand the matter 
better in the light of his clear statement of 
the case. | 

The battleship, says the admiral, “ is the 
main thing; all the rest are auxiliaries.” 
The United States has so few battleships at 
this time that, in the event of war with 
any European nation which had a respect- 
able navy, this country would find itself in 
an awkward strategical position. It has 
three battleships attached to the Asiatic

would be to throw his fleet between the two 
squadrons in order to keep the Americans 
from concentrating their battleships in obe- 
diénce to the first principle of warfare.

‘Therefore the admiral and 
the other members of the genera! board of 
the navy are convinced that there should 
be forty-eight battleships in all, those re- 
quired to make up the number to be author- 
ized at the rate of two or three a year. So 
much time is needed for construction that 
to order only one new one at a time would 
not answer. It is better to run no risks, for 
after war has been declared it is too late 
to set to work to build ships. 
en who wish to cripple the 
navy say that the yearly expense if à large 
fleet were kept in commission wonld be 
crushing. ‘The admiral says that if there 
were forty-eight battleships only one half 
of them need be in active service in peace 
times, the other half to be laid up where they 
can be well cared for until needed. He 
does not think the country will grumble over 
paying $100,000,000 a year for the support 
of a navy. Nor will it. An efficient navy 
will save more than it costs. It probably 
is true, as Admiral Dewey says, that there 
would haye been no war with Spain if that 
country had known the 
United States had. 
The advocates ot a smal! navy say that a 


| battleship becomes obsolete in a few years, 


and that if the United States had a big fleet 
it would have to be continually building new 
ones at great expense to replace those which 
“became obsolete. Admiral Dewey takes 
issue with these persons. He says that bat- 
tleships, if well built and cared for, should 
be good ships for fifty years to come. When 
once there are forty-eight battleships the 
United States can stop ain mt it can- 
not do so safely until then. 

Americans who are watching the de- 
tween Russia and Japan cannot fail to see 
the value of ships. The future of Japan 
hinges on the result of the battle between 
Togo and Rojestvensky. If the Russian
